OBJECTIVES AT YAWATA., 


Sasebo—a town of 100,000 population—is on the 
N.-W. tip of Kyushu, most southerly of the greater 
islands of the Japanese homeland. It is about 35 miles 
north of Nagasaki and about 80 miles S.-W. of the 
Japanese steel city of Yawata, says Reuter. 


Yawata was bombed by Super-Forts operating from the 
Chinese bases of the newly-formed 20th U.S.A.A.F. in their 
first assault on Japan on June 15th. 


Fall of Saipan Expected | 


As the Americans on Saipan 
have already captured the airfield 
at Aslito, the loss to Japan of this 
jmportant island fortress, less than 
1,000 miles from Tokyo, may be 
expected, said German radio last 
night, quoted by Associated Press. 

The focal point of this drive is 
the Bonin Islands, only some 560 
miles from Japan proper, the radio 
added.

Spraying of 
Apple Trees 


By G. O. SHERRARD, 


ALTHOUGH work in the fruit 
and flower garden in July is 
of a less important character than 
that in the vegetable garden which 
I described last week, nevertheless 
there are certain essential opera- 
tions to perform. First of all it is 
worth while to give apple trees a 
final spraying either with lime 
sulphur, in 100, or Bordeaux 
mixture, 1 : 3 : 40, as an insurance 
against a late attack of scab (see 
Department of Agriculture Leaflet, 
No. 84). This spraying’ should go 
on at once, The thinning of apples 
should now be completed, Straw- 
berries are making runners, and 
these should be either cut off, or if 
they are required for rd sg ory" a 
pegged into small pots sunk in the 
a nourishing 
well-decayed 


ground and containin 
compost of loam sad 
manure. 

Runners treated in this way and 
planted out early in August will 
give a considerably better crop the 
first year than those rooted in the 
open ground. In the case of Royal 
Sovereign strawberry if there is any 
suspicion of virus disease it is better 
to get a fresh stock from Co. Mayo. 
The young shoots of wall fruit 
trees will need tying in or shorten- 
ing back to six leaves, according to 
the method of pruning which is 
adopted, the shortening back is 
carried out where the shoot is to 
be spur pruned in winter. Black} 
currants, after the fruit has been 
picked, may, with advantage, have 
some of the old shoots which have 
carried the fruit cut back to where 
new shoots are pushing up. Cuttings 
of black currants may made 
now from the half ripe young 
shoots using the top four inches or 
so; these are best rooted in a cold 
frame in peaty compost. The same 
method applies to the majority of 
flowering shrubs, which will root 
readily in a frame towards the end 
of this month.

Inchiquin’s Dispatch 


Much light is thrown on these 
events by the documents included 
in this volume. Here, for example, 
we find the dispatch from Inchiquin 
to Speaker Southall, dated “ Gurt- 
nectuberid, 18th Nov., 1647,” in 
which he gives details of his 
decisive victory over the incom- 
petent (and, perhaps, treacherous) 
Confederate General Taaffe, at 
Knocknanoss, near Kanturk. In 
this battle died that great soldier, 
Alaister MacColl Kitagh Mac- 
Donnell, who had not only been 
Montrose’s Major-General, but who, 
with his Antrim troops, had been 
the chief. instrument of his leader’s 
spectacular series of victories. 
In his last battle MacDonnell 
charged down all opposition 
on the right wing and captured 
the enemy’s ordnance and haggage, 
but, according to Inchiquin, was 
slain in a counter-attack, following 
Taaffe’s failure on the left wing. 
There is a tradition, however, that 
MacDonnell was captured and 
murdered, while a _ prisoner, by 
one Captain Purdon. 


“News Very Good!” 


On April, 30th, 1642, we hear 
that “the news is very good for 
Ireland "—Sir Henry Tilsborne has 
broken into Newry, “and, with the 
loss of no men there, put, 3,000 to 
the sword.” Among the farm 
buildings beside the present railway 
station at Carrickmines, Co. Dublin, 
is the fragment of a castle wall— 
all that is left of what was a 


in that same month of April, 1642. 
Here Sir Simon Harcourt was 
mortally wounded while “ planting 
Ordnance within musket shot.” 
Thereupon the soldiers “ brake in 
desperately into the castle, and they 
slew 250 men, women and chil- 
dren.” 

It would be wrong to’ suggest, 
however, that the only interest in 
these papers arises from records of 
baboonery. There are references 
which catch the eye on almost 
gad page. Thus one William 
Basil wrote to Lenthall on February 
16th, 1649, that “the plague con- 
tinues in Galway, where there hath’ 
near twenty thousand died since the 
first of August last. Most of their 
gentry there have perished of it.”

He was born in 1650, studied at 


Church of England. As a student) 
he attracted attention not only by 
the brilliant force of his intellect, 
but by his strict integrity o 
In his religious outlook 
only a slender. margin separated 
him from those who had remained 
steadfast in their adherence to the 
Catholic creed. Macaulay puis it 
that “he belonged to that section 
of the Church of England which 
lies farthest from eneva and 
nearest to Rome.” One is struck by 
interesting analogy 
between the movement of Collier’s 
mind at Cambridge in the seven- 
teenth century and that of New- 
man’s at Oxford two hundred years 
later. Collier’s views on episcopacy 
for in- 
stance, are almost identical with 
those advocated by Newman. 

All through his long life Jeremy 
ssionately loyal 
ill-fated house of Stuart. 
After the flight of James the 
Second he wrote in defence of the 
exiled King and was arrested.

When the 
dramatist pleaded that “The Old 
Bachelor,” one of the offending 
plays, was only a mere trifle written 
to amuse himself “during a slow 
recovery from a fit of illness,” 
Collier made comment: “ What his 
disease was I am not to inquire; but 
it must be a very ill one to be worse 
than the remedy.” 

Wycherley, Vanbrugh and others 
of his contemporaries came to the 
support of Congreve, but the 
ultimate triumph was . Jeremy 
Collier’s. The rake’s progress had 
been arrested and the reformed stage 
struck a note more in harmony’ with 
the innate spirit of decency in the 
human heart.

Illegal Operation 


Charge 


George Ian McCabe (25), St. 
Helen’s road, Booterstown, Dublin, 
was found guilty in the Circuit 
Criminal Court, Dublin, yesterday, 
of unlawfully using an instrument 
or other means with intent to pro- 
cure the miscarriage of a woman, 
as an accessory before the fact. 


He was put back for sentence. 
Mr. G. D. Murnaghan, S.C., who, wi 
Mr. F. Sherry. prosecuted, said that the 
State case was that McCabe was an agent 
for two professional abortionists, Williams 
and Moloncy, both sentences at 
present. H> had received part of the price 
charged for the operation, ; i Se 
Counsel said ttat it would appear tha 
in 1941 the woman in the case had an 
appointment made by a friend, and met 
McCabe in Exchequer street. She had not 
met him previously. McCabe drought her 
to Williams. She gave him £35, of which 
he later gave £25 to Williams. Williams 
then brought her to a flat in Parkgate strect. 
where he was living, and Mrs. Moloney 
operated on her. The woman later had an 
abortion. Moloney received the monty and 
paid McCabe £12 10/- for his part of it. 
Evidence was given by Williams and 
Moloney as well as by the woman. 
Mr. J. A. Costello, S.C., T.D., and Mr. 
D. Bell, who (instructed by Mr. Liam Boyd) 
defended, said that he was not going to call 
r. McCabe. The case for the prosecution 
depended on such accomplices as Moloney, 
Williams and the woman, He did not think 
that any jury could convict on the evidence 
of such accomplices.
